Said registration: may not be mate until the person or 
to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said

Summary data for 1953 recent- 
ly released by R. S. Dennis, State 
Administrative Officer, State ASC, 
Gainesville, Florida, reveals the 
following information. 

Palm Beach County led the State 

in establishing permanent pasture 
ding or sprigging .with 6,- 
942.0 acres, against the State total 
of 50,213.0 acres, St. Lucie County 
was second with 3,828.0 acres and 
Hillsborough- County was third 
with 2,999.0 acres. 
Palm Beach County -was ‘first in 
clearing’ land for pasture. with 
3,659.0 against State total of 32,- 
596.0 acres. Pasco County was sec- 
ond with 3,441.0 acres and Hills- 
borough County was. third .with 
3,084.0’ acres. 

Resprigging pasture amounted 
to 314.0 acres and seeding ‘pasture 
amounted to 2,732.0 acres making a 
total of pasture establishment of 
9,988.0 acres. , . 

Palm Beach County was first in 
applying Potash to 27,032.0 acres 
out of State total of 391,034.0 acres. 
Pasco. County was second with 24,-
